As  I  review  my  jumbled  recollections  and  many  reminiscences,  for  the  purpose  of  writ- 
ing about  the  Student  Co-operative  Council  and  Association,  I  think  first  of  the  time  when  all 
were  in  a  state  of  chaotic  bewilderment.  "Will  an  epitaph  have  to  be  written  for  our  club?" 
"Is  the  council  going  to  be  as  generous  and  meet  the  demands  of  our  budget?"  "Where  will 
I  get  the  money  to  pay  for  a  blanket  tax?"  To  be  very  truthful,  in  the  beginning,  I  was  a  little 
in  doubt  about  it  all  myself.  Imbued  with  the  faith  you  had  placed  in  me,  it  was  farthest  from 
my  mind  to  "let  you  down".  I  was  determined  to  do  all  I  could  to  deserve  the  honor  of  being 
president. 

Long  ago,  I  formulated  a  principle  which  has  been  a  guide,  not  only  in  living,  but  in 
enjoying  a  better  life.  It  is  to  make  something  worthwhile  out  of  everything  I  do,  whether  it 
be  large  or  small,  difficult  or  easy,  and  to  find  enjoyment  in  every  task  I  assume. 

I  believe  every  member  of  the  council  despite  his  own  misgivings,  followed  that  same 
policy  and  gained  much  from  the  work.  We  added  immeasurably  to  our  knowledge  of  gov- 
ernment, parliamentary  law,  and  the  nature  of  politics.  Human  nature  with  its  foibles  and 
failings,  was  an  interesting  study.  We  came  to  know  and  understand  each  other  better,  we 
learned  about  the  college  and  the  many  problems  that  hitherto  had  appeared  as  routine  mat- 
ters to  us.  We  were  chagrined  to  learn  that  too  many  of  us  were  non-thinking  individuals  not 
concerned  with  school  affairs.     That  condition  has  improved  and  will  continue  to  improve. 

"Dictators" — that  was  used  as  an  uncomplimentary  term  for  "council  members",  earlier 
in  the  school  year.  We  were  held  responsible  for  the  Freshman  Reception;  we  were  charged 
with  conducting  a  gigolo  bureau;  we  were  branded  as  being  faculty  dominated.  I  wonder 
why  no  one  thought  we  might  have  been  the  evil  genius  behind  the  hurricane.  This  criticism 
was  not  a  challenge  to  us  to  wage  battle,  but  an  incentive  to  go  ahead  with  our  task  of  attempt- 
ing to  build  a  firm  foundation  for  our  student  co-operative  society. 

After  proving  ourselves  at  the  first  association  meeting,  the  attitude  of  the  whole 
school  changed.  The  word  "Dictators"  was  no  longer  a  by-word.  Realizing  that  our  own  en- 
deavors had  secured  complete  student  faith,  and  had  overthrown  the  era  when  distrust  was 
rampant,  our  initial  success  acted  as  increased  motivation. 

With  the  honor  of  holding  an  executive  position,  usually  come  certain  attendant  inflic- 
tions, and  worries.  By-laws,  amendments,  constitutional  policies,  stationery,  passbooks,  "Sax", 
Winter  Carnival,  Freshman  Reception,  notices,  printing,  meetings,  reports,  ad  infinitum.  For- 
tunately, all  did  not  come  at  once.  Every  successful  accomplishment  was  an  incentive  to 
greater  effort. 

In  listing  some  of  the  agenda,  pictures  came  before  me,  one  of  a  council  meeting.  In 
my  mind  I  see  some  of  the  individual  mannerisms;  such  as  the  shaking  of  a  head — entirely 
wrong;  a  nod  with  a  smile — happiness  over  a  ratified  bit  of  legislation;  someone  on  his  feet  with 
a  warning  finger  as  a  foreboding  of  danger  engendered  by  some  policy  about  to  be  adopted. 
On  the  other  hand,  a  scowl  on  someone's  brow  and  the  words,  "You  can't  do  that",  "I  think, 
etc.,"  Another  flash — the  president,  upset  by  a  member's  attitude  of  boredom  and  inattention 
calls  upon  the  individual  who  immediately  perks  up  and  surprises  all  with  a  helpful  suggestion. 
Also,  another  picture  of  your  council,  upset  and  disappointed  because  the  quorum,  according 
to  the  constitution,  is  nine,  and  only  eight  are  present. 

Democracy  became  much  more  than  a  symbol  to  us.  We  rejoiced  at  its  benefits;  we 
fretted  and  fumed  over  its  cumbersome  characteristics  of  red-tape,  and  delay.  It  was  diffi- 
cult course,  but  I  believe  we  had  an  invaluable  experience  and  gained  considerable  from  it 
not  to  mention  a  few  C's  on  our  cards. 

There  could  be  no  more  opportune  time  than  this  to  express  to  every  member  and 
officer  of  the  1938-39  council  my  sincere  and  deep  appreciation  for  their  accomplishments; 
the  hours  which  they  sacrificed;  and  the  fine  spirit  of  co-operation  that  was  displayed  during 
their  entire  term  of  office.

This  year  saw  the  passing  of  student-coaches  in  varsity  sports  with  the  appoint- 
ment of  Joseph  Healy,  director  of  physical  education,  as  head  coach  of  varsity 
sports. 

It  has  been  long  contended  that,  while  student-coaches  did  work  sincerely  and 
to  the  best  of  their  ability  to  produce  winning  teams,  they  nevertheless  failed 
in  one  important  phase  of  coaching;  namely  the  development  of  underclass  mate- 
rial. Because  the  student  was  to  be  coach  for  two  years  at  the  most,  it  was  only 
human  and  natural  that  he  try  to  make  as  fine  a  record  as  he  could  during  his 
regime.  This  made  it  necessary  for  him  to  use  best  material  constantly  and  he 
had  little  or  no  time  to  spend  with  "green"  material.  The  appointment  of  Mr. 
Healy  as  head  coach  removed  this  serious  draw-back  in  our  coaching  system. 

While,  to  the  casual  observer,  no  great  improvement  in  our  teams  has  been  noted 
to  date,  the  careful  observer  has  noted  that  the  new  coach  has  spent  a  great 
amount  of  time  developing  young  players  and  within  one  or  two  years  Fitchburg 
State  will  possess  some  of  the  most  carefully  grounded  and  thoroughly  capable 
teams  in  its  history.

While  the  season's  record  read  4  losses  against  3  wins,  a 
more  important  battle  had  been  waged  and  won — a  foundation  had  been  laid 
upon  which  to  build  future  teams  and  next  year  will  see  the  blossoming  of  such 
stars  as  Stan  English,  Walt  Vorse,  Henry  Kosciusko,  Chet  Smith,  Gil  Berry,  and 
Al  Shinner  to  compensate  in  some  measure  for  the  loss  of  Creamer's  brilliant 
offensive  play  and  the  sturdy  defense  of  Baker,  Daniels,  and  Guilfoil.

Playing  their  first  season  under  the  guidance  of 
head  coach  Healy,  the  basketball  team  completely 
surprised  the  opposition  and  most  of  our  student 
body  by  defeating  some  of  the  finest  teams  in  the 
NETC  conference  and  capturing  1st  place  in  that 
league.  Displaying  splendid  team  work  and  deadly 
"shooting-eyes",  our  boys  turned  back  strong  teams 
from  Farmington,  Hyannis,  New  Britain,  Salem,  and 
R.I.C.E.  while  losing  heartbreaking  contests  to 
Bridgewater,    Assumption,    Keene,    and    Worcester 

Tech.  Berry,  Smith,  Devicus,  and  Bennett  showed  remarkable  improvement  and  teamed  with 
the  ever-brilliant  Capt.  Creamer,  Daniels,  and  Hastings  turned  in  excellent  records.  Devicus, 
who  is  undoubtedly  the  most  improved  player  on  the  squad,  joined  Ray  Creamer  in  the  high- 
scoring  class  and  was  rewarded  with  an  "honorary  mention"  on  the  all-conference  team. 
Creamer,  playing  his  usual  superior  game,  was  again  given  his  customary  position  on  the  all- 
conference  first  team. 

Coach  Healy's  experiment  with  the  Junior-Varsity  team  proved  more  than  successful.  Not  only 
did  the  players  win  a  major  share  of  games,  but  men  like  Murphy,  Walsh,  and  Shinner  developed 
so  rapidly  that  they  will  be  ready  to  step  into  the  varsity  squad  next  year. 

Though  it  will  be  some  time  before  coach  Healy  finds  a  man  with  enough  ability  to  fill  Ray 
Creamer's  shoes  or  a  player  with  Joe  Daniels'  defensive  ability,  the  student  body  may  well 
expect  to  see  consistently  superior  teams  in  future  years.

Under  the  capable  direction  of  Coach  Jef- 
fries, the  1938  baseball  team  turned  in  a 
remarkably  fine  season.  True,  they  suc- 
ceeded in  winning  only  one  game,  but  almost 
every  game  lost  was  hotly  contested  and 
the  outcome  always  in  doubt  until  the  last 
man  was  out.  Entering  the  Lowell  Textile  game  as  almost  hopeless  underdogs, 
the  Fitchburg  team  turned  on  the  opposition  with  such  fury  combined  with  smooth 
fielding  and  hard  hitting  that  the  student  body  was  treated  to  a  sight  denied 
them  for  many  a  day — as  Lowell  Tex  went  down  to  defeat.  It  was  inspiring  to  see 
such  grand  players  as  Ciavola,  Capt.  Moore,  Smith,  Bercume,  Berry,  and  English 
fighting  against  odds  and  giving  their  best  to  bring  victory  to  Fitchburg.  With 
the  dropping  of  tennis  as  a  varsity  sport,  the  coach  will  have  available  a  source  of 
material  hitherto  unavailable  to  past  coaches  and  it  is  hoped  that  the  addition 
of  this  material  will  turn  the  tide  of  battle  into  our  favor  with  its  added  punch. 
One  thing  is  certain — win,  lose,  or  draw;  it  will  be  a  fighting  team,  led  by  a  fight- 
ing Captain  Moore  upholding  the  honor  of  Fitchburg  on  the  baseball  field. 
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This  year  has  seen  the  passing  of  tennis  as  a  varsity  sport  and  for  the  last  time 
some  of  the  school's  best  tennis  players  have  fought  for  victory  on  the  courts 
for  F.  T.  C.  Under  Coach  O'Sheasy  the  team  crossed  rackets  with  some  of  the 
best  teams  in  New  England  and  when  the  season  drew  to  a  close,  could  look  back 
on  a  substantial  .500  average  in  the  won  and  lost  columns.  Probably  no  greater 
player  ever  took  the  courts  for  Fitchburg  than  Ray  Creamer  who,  in  three  years, 
has  turned  in  the  remarkable  record  of  30  victories  and  2  defeats.  Close  on  his 
heels  is  Ed.  O'Sheasy,  a  star  in  his  own  right,  with  30  victories  and  3  defeats. 
Ralph  Pearson,  though  in  his  first  year  of  competition  turned  in  a  9  won  and  I 
lost  record  and  bid  fair  to  be  a  player  long  remembered.  The  most  remarkable 
team  record  goes  to  the  number  one  doubles  team  of  O'Sheasy  and  Creamer 
who,  in  2'/2  years  compiled  a  record  of  20  matches  won  and  one  match  lost.  Capt. 
Pettee  will  take  the  courts  again  for  Fitchburg,  as  will  some  of  the  other  ex-varsity 
men,  this  spring  for,  although  dropped  as  a  varsity  sport,  tennis  will  still  be  played 
as  a  Junior-Varsity  sport. 
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The  purpose  of  the  association  is  to  cooperate  with  the  physical  education 
department  in  creating  the  highest  standards  of  health  and  sportsmanship.  More 
stress  than  ever  before  in  education  is  being  placed  on  physical  education.  Why? 
If  the  body  itself  is  a  smooth  running  mechanism,  then  the  mind  functions  more 
easily.  Remember  the  adage  "a  sound  body — a  sound  mind"?  But  besides  that 
a  great  many  of  the  girls  have  learned  how  to  play — how  to  enjoy  themselves. 
John  Erskine  said  "More  satisfaction  comes  to  the  one  who  plays  the  poorest 
game  than  the  person  who  stands  and  watches  the  professional  contest." 

One  of  the  big  changes  this  year  was  that  of  the  merger  of  the  Black 
Team  into  the  Orange  and  White  Teams.  The  loyal  members  of  the  Black  Team 
were  good  sports  and  took  it  with  a  smile. 

A  new  activity  under  the  sponsorship  of  the  W.A.A.  and  the  M.A.A.  was 
the  introduction  of  coeducational  activities.  Badminton  and  Ping-pong  were 
played  three  times  a  week  at  noon.  Because  everyone  kept  the  rules  and  regula- 
tions and  cooperated  with  the  people  in  charge,  the  initial  attempt  at  coeduca- 
tional sports  has  been  a  great  success. 

For  the  first  time  the  Modern  Dance  was  included  in  the  W.A.A.  activities. 
In  the  past,  Seniors  were  the  only  fortunate  people  to  have  the  dance — but  now 
Sophomores,  and  Juniors  also  have  this  golden  opportunity.  The  Modern  Dance 
is  a  comparatively  new  art  with  its  assets  heaped  high.  No  one  should  neglect 
the  opportunity  to  at  least  know  what  it  is  about — by  doing  it — not  watching  or 
reading  about  it  only. 

The  most  interesting  events  of  the  year  were:  Keene  Sports  Day  a\  Keene 
Normal  School;  the  rally  when  the  freshmen  became  team  members;  the  Alumnae 
hockey  game;  the  Keene  basketball  game  played  here  (our  first  and  second  teams 
were  victors);  the  Cushing  Academy  volleyball  game,  and  finally,  the  awards 
for  the  work  and  fun  we've  had. 

From  the  first  hockey  "bulley"  in  September  to  the  last  softball  run  in 
May,  the  Athletic  Association  is  one  of  the  busiest  organizations  on  campus. 
They  don't  even  stop  for  a  breath  on  a  trip — we  understand  their  favorite  song 
is  "Far  Away". 
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The  annual  Athletic  Conference  of  the  Massachusetts  State  Teachers 
Colleges  was  held  at  North  Adams  on  October  13,  14,  and  15,  1938.  The  Con- 
ference was  made  up  of  the  delegates  and  their  instructors.  Our  delegates  were 
Anna  Clifford,  President  of  W.A.A.,  Constance  Day,  and  Elizabeth  O'Connor, 
accompanied  by  Miss  Bolger  and  Miss  Stafford. 

The  outstanding  feature  of  the  conference  was  a  dramatic  lecture-demon- 
stration given  by  Ted  Shawn  and  his  famous  concert  group. 

Highlights  of  the  conference  were  a  hike  up  Mt.  Greylock,  a  Hallowe'en 
party,  lively  group  discussions  of  athletic  problems;  a  speech  by  Daniel  Kelly, 
new  State  Supervisor  of  Education;  a  lecture  by  Mary  Spaulding  from  the  Massa- 
chusetts Department  of  Health,  and  an  address  by  Ruth  Mclntire,  director  of 
games. 

The  girls  arrived  on  Thursday  and  the  conference  began  at  8:30  Friday 
morning  with  special  reports  on  major  and  minor  sports  by  Lowell;  award  system 
by  Salem;  a  co-educational  sport  program  by  Fitchburg  and  development  of  per- 
sonality through  athletics,  by  Westfield,  followed  by  a  general  discussion. 

At  10:15  Daniel  Kelly  related  football  anecdotes  to  an  appreciative 
audience.  Mary  Spaulding  gave  a  talk  on  nutrition  illustrated  by  colored  graphs 
of  food  values.  The  first  business  meeting  followed  and  Anna  Clifford  invited 
the  colleges  to  Fitchburg  for  the  1939  conference.  After  lunch  the  conference 
continued  with  discussions  of  health  rules  by  Framingham,  social  activities  by 
North  Adams,  and  Modern  Dance  by  Bridgewater.  Hyannis  then  presented  the 
result  of  a  detailed  survey  of  adult  recreational  activities. 

At  3:00  Ruth  Mclntire  lectured  on  "The  Teacher's  Place  in  the  Commun- 
ity's Recreational  Program"  and  directed  games  for  the  delegates. 

At  nine  Saturday  morning  the  last  meeting  was  held  and  all  business  fin- 
ished. 

At  10:30  laughing  girls  gayly  started  to  climb  Mt.  Greylock  and  at  12:45 
weary  girls  stretched  out  on  couches  or  on  the  floor  of  the  Summit  House.  After 
resting  a  short  while  they  climbed  to  the  top  of  the  tower  for  a  better  view  of 
the  beautiful  Berkshires. 

A  Hallowe'en  party  Saturday  night  was  the  climax,  and  Sunday  morning 
the  delegates  said  goodbye  and  started  home  over  the  Mohawk  Trail.

We're  old  timers  at  this  sort  of  thing — All  you  do  is  go  up  and  say  "Mpleeztameetchoo 
Mizz-Mumble-Mumble" — and  so  on  ad  infinitum — It  doesn't  matter  anyway.  *  *  Begorra  and 
a  couple  of  shamrocks — The  Irish  Champions  in  Hockey  here  to  coach  us.  *  *  "Nothing  But
